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JURY'S DEBATE 
REFLECTS IDEAS. 
BEHIND VERDICT 


An interesting light was thrown on 
the reflections of jurors, their reac- 
tions to evidence and legal argument 
and their motives in returning ver 
dicts when the Russell Scott jury de- 
‘bate became known last night. 

Upon entering the jury room one of 
the jurors grew reminiscent over the 
case of Peter John Schmitz. He said 
Schmitz had murdered his wife. A 
jury found him insane and committed 
him to an asylum. After two years 
a judge declared him sane and he's 
now walking the streets a free man. 

Talk of Insanity Cases. 

Another juror said his father was 
insane before he died. He told of 
some of the delusions his father had. 
He said, however, they were all harm. 
less. 

Another juror said he at one time 
visited an army hospital. 

They were shell shocked cases, 
the juror said, One of the boys 
asked me for a cigaret. He talked 
normal, but he told me af times that 
he had delusions. I believe Scott has 
the same.“ 

Another juror said that Scott must 
be sane/for it takes a sane man to

Russell T. Scott was found insane 
by a jury’s verdict last night and was 
thereby saved from the gallows to 
which he had been sentenced for the 
murder of Joseph G. Maurer, a 19 
year old drug clerk. 

“It’s a shameful and disgraceful 
verdict,” said Assistant State's Attot- 
ney Harry F. Pritzker, “ Scott is no 
more insane than any man in this 
room. The verdict is a viotory tor the 
criminal element. They can take life 
and get away with it. The jurors in 
this case did not know the first prin- 
ciples of the law involved, They are 
too ignorant. 

“In the future a jury can say, ‘What 
is the use of bringing in a hanging 
verdict when some lawyer will enter 
an insanity plea and save him.“ 

Sentenced to Cheater Prison. 

Judge Joseph B. David, before whom 
the verdict was returned, at once sen- 
tenced Scott to the Chester peniten- 
tiary for the criminally insane “ until

AIR BASE IS LOST 


—— 


Will Apply Again for 
Rockaway Lease. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—[{Spe 
cial.}J—Refusal of the sinking fund 
commission of the city of New York 
to cede to the navy the site of the 
present air base at Far Rockaway, L. 
I., the use of which was granted as 
a wartime emergency, threatens to 
destroy one of the most vital links in 
the chain of Atlantic coast defenses, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy T. 
Douglas Robinson said today. 

The government already has spent 
more than $1,660,000 in developing the 
air base. The site, according to Mr. 
Robinson, is a strategic point near the 
Ambrose channel light ship from which 
an enemy submarine attack might be 
combated. The loss of the site, he 
warns, will leave New York city prac- 
‘ically defenseless from the air. 

Valuable Defense Link. 

“TWnless New York reverses this de- 
cision and gives to the navy the use 
of this site for an extended period of 
years, a vital link in the defense plans 
is smashed,” he said. 

„These plans call for an air base 
in the New York-Narragansett sec- 
tion. Far Rockaway is the logical 
place for this base. The location is 
the focus of the sailing routes of the 
greater part of American commerce. 

„If New York still insists that the 
navy abandon this base, the New York- 
Narragansett section will be without 
naval air defense indefinitely, for it is 
improbable that new appropriations 
can be obtained to acquire and build 
up another site. In that case no pro- 
vision remains for the proper aerial 
defense of New York. 

Another ce Offered. 

“Before taking final action for the 
disposal of the buildings the navy de- 
partment will again make formal ap- 
plication to the mayor of New York 
and the commissioners of the New 
York sinking fund for the cession or a 
long time lease ‘of all or a portion of 
the property now occupied by the 
navy. ts

GERMANY ORDERS 
POLES TO LEAVE 
WITHIN 2 DAYS

BERLIN, <Aug. 6.—Facing the 
Reichstag’s sharp criticism of the gov- 
ernment’s failure to provide for refu- 
gees, Foreign Minister Stresemann 
today held the reactionaries in check 
and refused to take the initiative in 
reprisals. He said that Germany 
would follow Poland’s lead in all its 
measures against the Polish residents 
of Germany, who voted to retain Pol- 
ish citizenship, in announcing that 
these Poles must leave Germany ir 
forty-eight hours. 

The foreign minister shifted the 
blame on Poland to the satisfaction 
of the Reichstag. The nationalist reso- 
lution that diplomatic relations with 
Poland be broken off did not even re- 
ceive the support necessary to bring it 
to a vote. 

“The happenings at Schneidemuhl 
were of a secondary nature,” declared 
Herr Stresemann. “Of primary im- 
portance is the fact that six years 
after the war tens of thousands of 
peaceful Germans can be exiled from 
a neighbor state.” 

“If we have been forced to take 
reprisals—if we have today ordered 
all Polish optioners to leave Germany 


within forty-eight hours, we have not 


found any feeling of satisfaction in 
such measures,” he said. “ Rather, we 
have taken them with a feeling of deep 
shame that must de adopted. The 
rights of the populations to their 
homelands were once better protected, 
even when the people were at war, 
than today, seven years after the 
world war.” f

City court, Bronx. 

Bitter Struggle Forecast. 


Assurances already had been re- 
ceived, before the designations were 
made, that all three men picked to take 
the warpath against Hylan would go 
through with the fight, which prom- 
ises to become one of the most bitter 
struggles in the political history of 
the city. 

Gov. Al Smith will take the stump 
against Hylan and is expected to make 
many speeches in Brooklyn, the may- 
or’s home borough. During the par- 
leys between the borough leaders, in- 
cluding Tammany’s chief, George W. 
Olvany, the governor did not state 
publicly whether he favored or op- 
posed Hylan for renomination. But 
with Tammany putting Walker in the 
field and leaving Hylan to shift for 
himself, the governor is ready to enter 
the fight in the open.

The break between Tammany and 
Smith, on one side, and Hylan and 
William Randolph Hearst on the 
other, has been foreseen for months.

Just the relation of these infections 
to the systemic condition is not proved, 
but this much is good judgment: when 
a person has an attack of acute rheu- 
matic fever, his physician should examine 
his tonsils, his teeth, and his mouth and 
throat generally.

I rarely see a case in 
which a little questioning or examina- 
tion of the parents does not reveal a 
simil defect in other near relatives.

Unless treatment is instituted early and 
fusion of images developed before the 
sixth year of life, it is never developed. 
The squinting eye, if neglected, becames 
amblyopic from disuse, and no amount 
of treatment or operation after the sixth 
year will restore the lost vision. The 
operation, while small in extent, is fre- 
quently not entirely successful. Often 
several operations are needed to straight- 
en the eye, and the result is only cos- 
metic. The important thing ts early 
recognition of the defect, and early treat- 
ment.

REPLY. 

Summer is_the time for infantile paralysis, 
and the covfitry is the place. There is some 
danger for your child. No one can say how 
great the danger is without a report on con- 
ditions. now existing in the section you are to 
visit. Get that from the state health depart- 
ment, or the local department of health. Not 
much is known about methods of protecting 


against infantile paralysis. I do not know 
what to tell you to do.

Washington, D. C.,. Aug. 3.—It is sur- 
prising for your paper, normally log- 
ical in its editorial opinion and con- 
versant with things military, to permit 
the editorial The Artillery Conquers the 
Ground.” 

Tour premises are misstatements of 
facts. 


First, the theory of “ artillery conquer- 
ing and infantry occupying was not ac- 
cepted at the end of the war by the 
French or by any other combatant. In 
the days of 1915 and 1916, when trench 
warfare predominated, this theory was 
tried by both sides and it failed miser- 
ably. Verdun proved to the Germans 
that artillery could not conquer. French 
infantry withstood the terrific bombard- 
ments, then held their ground against 
the German infantry sent in to “ occupy.” 
Secondly, your conclusions on the 
French method of combat in Morocco, 
based on an early dispatch from Mr. 
Floyd Gibbons—evidently written before 
he had been to the actual theater of oper- 
ations—in which he spoke of how the big 
guns ani the little guns were blasting 
the Riffs to smitherines, were premature. 
We commend you to read Mr. Gibbons’ 
dispatches dated Aug. 1. He explains 
there how the fighting is being done—not 
by the big guns or the little guns con- 
quering (assisting at times, yes), but by 
the fighting man of yesterday, today, and 
tomorrow, the infantryman with rifle, 
machine gun, grenade, and bayonet.

Customs of Indian 
Rulers of Chicago 


Customs and ceremonials of the 
Potawatomi and other Indian tribes 
that once ruled Chicago and vicinity 
will be perpetuated in the Field Mu- 
seum of Natural History as the result 
of collection and research begun yés- 
terday. 

As the first step in this plan for 
preserving as completely as possible 
the life of these tribes, the Potawa- 
tomi, Fox, Winnebago, Kickapoo and 
Ojibwa reservations of Kansas, Iowa, 
and Nebraska will be combed this sum- 
mer for representative articles of do- 
mestic and ceremonial life and weap- 
ons of warfare and the hunting 
grounds, This work, is was announced 
by Stanley Field, president of the mu- 
seum, will be carried on by M. G. 
Chandler, an experienced collector of 
Indian ethnology, and a descendant of 
John Elliott, the “Indian Apostle.” 

Mr. Chandler starts his trip imme- 
diately. He will first go to the Fox 
community at Tama, near Cedar Rap- 
ids, Ia., then to the Potawatomi reser- 
vation at Mayette, Kan., later visiting 
the Winnebago reservation at Winne- 
bago, Neb., and the Kickapoo and Ojji- 
bwa settlements. 

The expedition is being financed 
from a recent trust fund established 
in the museum by Julius Rosenwald 
for the purpose of enlarging the North 
American Indian collection which is 
valued at several hundred thousand 
dollars.

A 
Berlin cable said Russian wheat was of- 
feted at equal to $1.50 per bu. Export 
sales at the American seaboard were only
